UNION STATEMENT ON 
SHIPYARD SITUATION. 


LABORITES SAY THE MEN ARE 
STANDING “SOLID” FOR 
INCREASE IN PAY. 


Union representatives yesterday 
gave out here @ statement dealing 
with the present situation in the 
thipyards of ‘the Pacific Coast, some 
of which are closed, pending action 
of the labor conference at Washing- 
ton, and against some of which 
strikes have been deciared. 

The unions’ statement is to the 
effect that all the metal trades men 
in the union ranks in Washington, 
California and Oregon are “solid” 
for the proposed raise in pay, that 
varioug employers refused to meet 
when the Shipping Board recently 
washed ites hands of al! financial 
responsibility In the matter. 

All shipyards and contract shops 
in Geattle, says the statement, are 
paying the new scale, the contract 
shops at Tacoma are doing the same, 
the shipyards and all but two shops 
at Portiand have signed and 118 of 
the smaller contract shops about 
San Francisco are working under 
the new pay scale. 

Included: is a statement by H. 
McMurry, president of the 
Francisco Metal Trades Council, 
who denies that the shipyard men 
who are out there are not standing 
firm. He maintains that the com- 
panties are anxious to get the men 
back at work pending the outcome 
of the big labor conference at Wash- 
Sotan and that none of the .em- 
plovera intends to keep his yard shut 
down for six months, as announced. 
Appended is a copy of a telegram 
from James O'Connell, president of 
the meta] trades department of 
the A. F. of L.. who says, “All firms 
are now free toe pay the increased 
rate, but will not be reimbursed by 
the Shipping Board or the navy. The 
White House conference ts not deai- 
ing with the shipyard or any other 
shecific strike situation, except an 
effort tie being made to secure arbi- 
tration fn the steel strike.

Still another class, depending upon 
their alimony, find it cut off when 
their ex-husbands marry again and 
set up the plea in court that they 
cannot support two families. 

When a woman shows no dispo- 
sition to: be independent, the court 
frequently classifies her as a pension- 
er and rebukes her when she comes 
into court demanding larger ali- 
mony. 

LOST-LOVE SUITS. 

The bulk of the work of the 
courts is suits erising out of di- 
vorees, annulments and separate 
maintenances. Lost -love actions, 
which may be regarded in some par- 
ticulare as an “alimony shakedown,” 
are the rule rather ihan the excep- 
tion. They are alarmingly increas- 
ing.

DERBY CHIEFS HERE SOON. 


Headed by Commodore Louis D. 
Beaumont, president, and. Maj. 
Charles J. Glidden, executive secre- 
tary, a special commission of the In. 
ternational] Aeronautical Federation 
will arrive in Los Angeles Monday, 
October 27, to investigate the fa- 
cilities here for a*landing station in 
the round-the-world aerial derby 
being planned. 

A tentative programme was ar- 
ranged yesterday by the general 
committee on aeronautics for the 
city and the aeronautical depart- 
ment of the Chamber of Commerce, 
which is headed by Dr. Ford A. 
Carpenter. The committee is com- 
posed of Judge Albert Lee Stephens, 
Capt. John -D. Fredericks, Col. Ira 
Fravel, Maynard McFie, Carl E. Mc- 
Stay and Dr. Carpenter. 

If agreeable to the distinguished 
visitors, the party will be taken on 
a sightseeing tour, ineluding the 
commercia!] aviation fields, the pro- 
posed city landing fields and the 
Arcadia Balloon School, during the 
morning. At the Balloon School at 
Arcadia it is expected that Col. Fra- 
vel, who is officer in command, will 
take the heads of the commission up 
in an observation balloon, where 
they may make personal observa- 


tious of air conditions and familiar- 
ize themselves with the topography 
of the surrounding country. 

At noon a luncheon will be held 
at the University Club, to which wili' 
be invited in addition to the mem- 
bere of the club, those who are in- 
terested in aeronautics and the de- 
velopment of commercial trangspor- 
tation by air. In the afternoon con- 
ferences will be arranged at which 
time the committee will have op- 
portunity of thoroughly posting 
themselves on everything pertain- 
ing to the proposed round-the-world 
derby, which will cross twenty-two 
countries and be the greatest event 
of its kind the world has ever 
known. 

Dr. Carpenter is preparing data 
including every angle of flying a@s it 
pertains to Southern California. He 
has made personal observations of 
the upper air during extended flights 
on different occasions. He has an 
extensive collection of photographs 
taken by himself from the upper air 
and it is believed that the survey of 
the air situation that will be pre-

“There should be no need of 
alarm in hte increase in divorces,” 
said Judge Crail. “The population 
of Los Angeles is growing so fast 
that it naturaly brings with it an 
increased percentage of divorce and 
separation suits. It is not the amount 
of alimony asked but the amount 
granted by the courte that counts. 
In a majority of cases the wives are 
not unreagonable in their requests 
for alimony. It ts seldom that «& 
woman who does not live with her 
husband wants any of his money, 
especially if she has no children.

When we say Americaniza- 
tion we are rather thinking of the 
welcoming of them, the smoothing 
the way, so that knowing our gov- 
ernment, traditions and language 
they may move at ease as one of us. 

Most people when they think ‘at 
all about making Americans think of 
night schools But they should 
think deeper and longer and think 
of public libraries. One of the na- 
tion's biggest and best tools for 
turning raw imported material into 
an American prodact is the public 
library. Anyone who does not think 
so should visit the Boyle Heights 
and Central avenue branches of the 
Los Angeles Public Library. They 
will find there big Russia and little 
Russia, big Italy and little Italy 
learning to be Americans. The chil- 
Gren of the foreign born are eager 
users of public libraries. They come 
in expectant crowds to the story 
hour and look upon the, children's 
librarian as almost another mother. 

TEACHING PARENTS. 

Miss McDonald, librarian of the 
Boyle Heights branch, says that time 
and time again foreign children ask 
for a simple English reader and say, 
“I am going to teach father,” on “I 
am going to teach mother.” So you 
see even the shy ones, the public 
library reaches through these 
bright-eyed, lively little visitors. 

You remember Isadore Freedom 
in Ernest Poole’s novel, “His 
Isadore came from Rus-

“They read all, ‘alll’ cried Isa- 
dore. “Look at this Darwin on my 
desk. In a year so many have read 
this book that it ls a case for a board 
of health. And look at this shelf 
of economics. I place it next to 
astromony. And I say to these peo- 
ple ‘Yes, read about jobs and your 
hours and your wages. Yes, you must 
strike, you must have better lives, 
but you must also read about the 
stars and about the big spaces, silent, 
not one single little sound for many, 
many million years. To be free you 
must grow as big as that, inside of 
your head, inside of your soul. It is 
not enough to be free of a Czar, or 
a Kaiser, or @ sweatshop boss. What 
will you do when they are gone’? My 
fine people, Sow will you run the 
world? Yow are deaf and blind, 
you must be free to open your ears 
and eyes. To look into the books 
and see what is there, great thoughts 
and feelings, great ideas. And when 
you have n, then you must think 
—miust ink it out every time! 
That is freedom!”

thorities. Gunmen, however, need no 
particular indorsement from any- 
body. Every door ig open to them. 
They are welcomed by all. Every- 
body lends them a helping hand. 
They have the leading banks not 
only in front of them, but behind 
them; their names appear regularly 
in the society columns d they 
have the entree into hom where 
nat ‘s noblemen from Kansas and 
Lou a would be treated with 
lofty disdain. | 

There are, however, certain for- 
malities that it is well to observe. 
after you have decided to become a 
New York gunman, if you wish to 
make a complete success. It is well 
to equip yourself with about $1000, 
as before beginning operations you 
may have to stay tn a leading hotel 
over night. You should then make 
&@ personal visit on the Mayor. Many 
think this unnecesary, but it always 
makes him feel better to have you 
do this. He knows that you are 
here and it helps him to keep track 
of the Increasing population. Hav- 
ing gone throuch with these prelim!- 
naries. and eauipped yourself with 
a couple of Mills bombs left over 
from the war. a self-supporting re- 
volver and an ocean-going taxicab, | 
you are ready for business. 

You should then look over the list 
of our leading banks you intend to 
rob—and which will be furnished 
by the Mayor if you ask him po- 
litely—and having made your selec- 
tion you should call on the presi- 
dent and notify him personally of 
vour intended visit. specifying the 
hour of the day. It alwayve makes 
the president of a New York bank 
nervous to have his bank robbed 
without being notified about it be- 
forehand: and he has troubles 
enough of his own.

with a mirimum undertaker’s scale. 
special publicity for overtime and a 
four-hour day. One advantage in 
being a New York gunman is that 
you haven't acquired the fixed habit 
of living in New York; you can go 
somewhere else and settle down, 
where the other people may be as 
intelligent as yourself, —_ 

But the obvious disadvantage is. 
of course, that if you do this so 
quickly, you may not meanwhile 
have acquired sufficient character to 
live afterwards ina respectabie 
community. For even the character 
of a gunman may be affected by a 
comparatively short residence in 
New York. For one thing, he be- 
comes on more or less intimate 
terms with the presidents of New 
York banks. Not, however, that this 
should necessarily be held up against 
him. He has to live. 

But is not the career of a gunman 
in New York too easy? Is it not bet- 
ter to begin in a emall way? By 
coming on to New York and starting 
in as an office boy, you can get $10 
«a week, and in twenty or thirty years 
you may be advanced to the position 
of head book-keeper at a salary of 
$40 or $50 a week. And even at that 
you don't necessarily have to meet 
your employer socially. 

Uniess in the meantime you may 
have an idea. 

An idea in New York is worth all 
the way from $5 to $60,000,000. 
When it is worth $5 the other fellow 
gets $4 and you get $1. When it is 
worth $50,000,000 you may get one- 
half. And is an idea worth more tn‘ 
New York than it is anywhere else? 
Not necessarily. Neither may it be 
so safe to carry it around on your 
person, there are more people to 
grab it away from you. On the 
other hand, if you really have an 
idea, you are likely to get quicker 
action with it in New York than 


It may be the shortest distance 
between obscurity and notoriety. in 
business, it is something that saves 
time and labor and makes money for 
the other fellow. Making money for 
the other fellow i# what makes 
money for you. Assuming that 
there are more people in New York 
than elsewhere and that where there 
are more people there is more op- - 
portuity to get money out of them. 
it then becomes only a question as 
to whether you have the twin ca- 
pacity to produce ideas and to place 
them. To do this you must also 
have nerve and personality. If you 
have nerve, personality and a ca- 
pacity to produce ideas, you need 
not be a gunman. You can be a 
regular magnate or even a poet with 
a growing reputation. According to 
Fannie Hurst, to be a short-story 
writer requires twelve years of New 
York poverty and a personal letter 
from Bob Davis, of Munsey’s. But 
even if you have not been born in 
Indiana or Kaneas you can be a poet 
in New York if you have once met 
Amy Lowell. 

But if you have none of the qualt- 
ficatians I have mentioned, then you 
are likely to become a cog. And be- 
ing a cog ts the lot of the majority. 
There are always more cogs than 
wheels. there are more wheels than 
engines and there are more engines 
than geniuses; although if you a 
free verse poet. then it is allowable 
for you to have more wheels than 
you need, even for one genius. 

Now «4 cog at all the way from $15 
to $100 a week—and that is about 
the cog limit in New York—<can ai.

But a human being with ideas is 
worth what he's worth, and the sky's 
the limit. 

New York produces no ideas it- 
self. They are produced by those 
who bring them to the New York 
market. Ideas do not grow out of 
cobblestones, but haystacks. The 
distance from Main street to Broad. 
way may be 200 miles: from Broad. 
way back to Main street all the way’

“LUDY” CONTRADICTS HIMSELF. 

Ludendorff expresses surprise that 
his artillery preparations up to the 
eve of battle should have escaped 
the enemy's attention. Haig con- 
tradicts him and is corroborated by 
Ludendorff himself, who elsewhere 
declares that on the 18th andisth of 
March two deserters gave informa- 
tion of the impending attack. This 
corresponds exactly with Haig’s 
statement: “On h 19 my ‘n- 
telligence department reported that 
the final stages of the enemy's prep- 
arations on the Arras-St. Quentin 
front were approaching completion, 
and that from information obtained 
it was probable that the actual at- 
tack would be launched on March 
20 or 21. On our side our disposi- 
tions - were complete.” 

Regarding the numerica! strength 
of the German attack there is a 
divergente, but not a serious one. 


German divisions took part in the 
operations of the first day. Luden- 
dorff speaks of his concentration of 
“forty or fifty” divisions. But if 
we include divisions piled in as soon 
as the front line had dashed for- 
ward, the two statements are recon- 
clled. Haig says that the sixty-four 
German divisions “considerably” ex- 
ceeded the total British forces in 
France. Ludendorff confirms this 
when he speaks of the fifty-nine 


The course of the battle as re- 
counted by Ludendorff, in 
ingly condensed style, agrees with 
Haig’s highly detailed account, and 
indeed with what was common 
knowledge at the time. The attack 
nearest to Arras was held up; the 
attack further south advanced 
rapidly and determined such retire- 
ment as the northern wing of the 
British line did make. 

The Seventeenth Germany army 
along the northernmost section of 
attack did not come up to expecta- 
tions. Ludendorf attributes this 
to certain tactical faults, to a less 
perfect development of the artillery 
scheme, and—though only as an 
afterthought apparently—to the 
fact that the opposition it had to 
meet was the strongest. By March 
26, says Ludendorff, the Seventeenth 
Army was exhausted. Yet it was 
not so exhausted, but that on 
March 28 it could attempt a furi- 
ous assault towards Arras which 
ended in complete fallure. “It 
fought under an unlucky star,” says 
Ludendorf?. 

MISJUDGED BYNG’'S STRENGTII. 

But from Ludendorff's own ac- 
count, supplemented by Haig's data, 
the question arises whether some- 
thing more than luck was not in- 
volved; whether Ludendorff in his 
original dispositions did not make 
an error in estimating the forces 
opposed to him along the two sec- 
tions of the front. 

If tt is true that Loadendorff's 
main objective was the front held 
by Byng’s army, it is strange that 
against Byng'’s fifteen divisions he 
should have concentrated—accord- 
ing to Haig—not more than 
twenty-four divisions, or a little 
more than in the proportion of 
one and one-half to one; whereas 
against Gough's seventeen divisions 
Ludendorff concentrated forty di- 
visiona, or in the proportion of near- 
ly two and one-half to one, Con- 
sidering, further, that Gough's army 
had but recently taken over part of 
the line from the French and was 
imperfectly advanced in training 
and the construction of defenses, 
it would seem that the battle fol- 
lowed the natural course of the 
German dispositions. Ludendorff 
put nearly thred- of his 
strength against half of Haig's un- 
der Gough. This would be under- 
standable if the n objective 
were to break thro Gough's line. 
But if the main objective was 
further north, as Lodendorff claims, 
then he was badly informed as to 
the distribution of Haig's forces. 

The same conclusion is forced by 
what Ladendorff tells us of his 
tactics. He has nothing to say 
of the much-discussed Von Mutier 
method of “leap-frog” attacks, but 
he does speak at great length of the 
artillery tactics developed by—a 
new name—Col. Bruchmuller; re- 
ferring no doubt to the mobile use 
ef trench mortars, and the bom- 
bardment of the enemy's rear area 
with heavy guns. These artillery 
tactics were adopted along the 
whole line, Ludendorff declares; but 
Col. Bruchmuller was personally 
with the Bighteenth Army, the one 
to which only a “supplementary” 
role was assigned; and. Ludendorff 
cites this as another instance “of 
the influence of personality on the 
course of war.” But again the 
question arises why Ludendorff 
should have detailed this artillery

THE FIRNsT CONVOY. 


“The St. Louig rode at anchor off 
New York Harbor early in June, 
1917, having made a dash trom 
Honolulu after war was declared, 
taking on en route 350 officers and 
men. of the California navai milit.c. 
The majority of these men had had 
no previous training. Many had 
nevér seen a naval gun before. 

“Before dawn on the morning of 
June 17, our ship got under way anc 
stood to sea. All hands were «x- 
pectant, and ~te except our com 
manding officer, Capt. c. 
Trench, knew where we were boun!. 
We approached Ambrose Channel 
lightship and as the sun rose thert 
hove: into sight our convoy of six 
vesselg and the escort, consisting of 
five destroyers in adition to our 
cruiser. 

“Our ship took the lead, and the

STRAWBPRRY SHERDET.—One quart 
of berries mashed: sprinkle over these one 
pint of sugar, and the juice of one lemon, 
end-a half pint of water in which has been 
dissolved a tablespoonful of gelatine. Freeze 
as you would ice cream. 

SYLLABI 0.—One quart cream, whites of 
four eres, one class white wine, two small 
cups powdered sugar. Whip half the sugar 
with cream, the remainder with eggs. MIx 
well. add the wine, and pour over sliced 
oranges and bananas sweetened. 

TAPIOCA IKCE.—One cap of tapiocs 
soaked over night; In the morning put it o> 
the stove, and when boiling hot add one cup 
of sugar, and boil til clear: chop one pine- 
apple, our the tapioca over it, stir together; 
and put into molds. When cold serve with 
sugar and cream. 

PEACH CUSTARD. — Pare and rub 
through a colander enough ripe, Jmicy 
peaches to make one pint.of pulp; add the 
beaten yolks of three eggs, one cupful of 
cream or rich milk, and sweeten to taste. 
Bake very slowly until done, and cover with 
a meringue made by whipping the whites 
of the exes to a stiff froth with three tabie- 
spoonfuls of powdered sugar and two tabie- 
spoonfuls of blanched almonds chopped 
very fine. Serve very cold. 

WHIPPED PERACH CREAM IN 
KETS.—-Beat the whites of four eggs until 
very stiff, then mix in by degrees four level 
tablespoonfuis of powdered augar: add two 
tablespoonfuls of rieh peach syrup 
(drained from preserved peaches.) and stir 
in Nightly one pint of whipped sweet cream. 
Whisk all to a stiff froth, “eping the bowl 
containing the imeredients. in a pan of 
cracked ice. Have ready round individual 
sponge cakes, with the centers scooped out 
unt® the walls and bottom are only three 
fourths of an imch thick, and just before 
serving fill with the cream mixture. Brush 
the outside of the basket with white of egg. 
and stick all over it halved English walnut 
meats or pecans. 

CRBAM OF PEACH SHERBET.—Put 
one quart of tieh milk in a double boiler 
over the fire, add one ecupful of gfimulated 
sugar, and stir until it is all dissolved. Cook 
for ten minutes, then set It aside to cool. 
Pare and press through a colander a suf 
ficient quantity of peaches to make one pint 
of pulp; add the. cold milk, and flavor with 
a little almond. Freeze same as sherbet. 


SAUCY THINGS. 


 Appetising sauces and dressings are the 
means used by the experienced cook to 
transform plain and ordinary dishes imto 
something ft for an epicure. The piquancy 
of a well-made sauce adds to the flaver of 
fish and vegetables and imcreases their 
palatableness. 

HOLLANDAISE SAUCE—-One-half cup 
butter, two eggs (yolks,) one and one-half 
tablespoons lemon juice, one cup boiling 
water, onehalf teaspoon salt, one-sixteenth 
teaspoon cayenne.

HERE is no character created in any 

language so universal as Hamlet— 

and now that we are beginning a 

new age, passing through an epoch 
marking the greatest change of time, we 
cannot believe that this creation, which is 
the epitome of the weakness and fitful 
strength of man, will pass. 


It is true that some think the literature 
of the past which enriched our minds will 
become archaic; that history which was a 
compass to steer our thoughts into straight 
paths is now but a feeble prod to the edu- 
cation of this new modernity. While agree- 
ing that there must be new standards for 
the wreck of the old—that painful realism 
is necessary to pedagogue the people of this 
new era—WwWe cannot believe that the en- 
chanting emanations of the past will be 
lost, but that the culture of the ages will 
qualify and control the bad and will prove 
a healthy foundation for the good that is to 
come. 

Hamlet, though, is outstanding—the one 
creation that has penetrated the deepest in 
other languages, and, because of its univer- 
sality, will live. All men are contradic- 
tions; the higher they go in the scale of 
culture—though they may abide by rules 
and laws for the sake of progress—the 
more they sense the fundamental vacilla- 
tion of mankind. The wisest of men feels 
how enigmatical it all is, but in a tottering 
way may grope to do and will his best. 

It is the well ordered and limited mind 
that m@ets the conventional mundane atf- 
fair and wins. It is the mind that leaps 
from crag to crag, risks all to climb and 
often loses, that is of the lasger interest. 
For there are few of the contemporaneous 
who have the vision to see what these er- 
ratic souls are doing or appreciate their 
efforts. These restless souls are conscious 
of their danger, and flounder in the mesh of 
uncertainty—even when they succeed to 
the heights and wear garlands they know 
that life is a labyrinth and wonder how 
they escaped. Many are the times in the 
course of their journey they have ap- 
proached divergent paths 
steps, their judgment has faltered and de- 
pendent chance or their star has guided

we do not try,, we 
fail, and if we try, 
we may fail; there is 
nothing so absorbing 
as a contest—all the 
great creative minds 
of all languages have 
treated of this, 
notably Goethe in his 
Wilhelm Méister — 
but Shakespeare's 
Hamlet is pre- 
eminent. 

Hamlet is really 
the tragedy of life; 
of purposes crossed; 
of entangling Fate; 
a great human being 
enmeshed. He is a 
great soul, shackled 
by heredity environ- 
ment, habits of indo- 
lence, procrastination: a dreamer of action, 
and if he could bring himself to act, would 
accomplish. Great of mind, of prestige; 
princely, chivalric; with all the engaging 
and possible qualities of greatness, but 
impotent, futile, and a failure; and on 
account ef this the most fascinating 
figure in literature. He symbolizes the 
thousands of failures of the world; the 
thousands who fret and fume under the in- 
tricate workings of the minds nature has 
endowed them with. 

If men will struggle to get into the light, 
they must pay the penalty, and only a 
divine wisdom enables them to escape 
their environment. 


The play opens in feverish unrest—the 
almost frightened “Who's there!" of Ber- 
nardo, “And for this relief much thanks.” 
“Il am sick at heart.” Soon after, “What! 
Has this thing appeared tonight!” and the 
play is on. 

Of course, the play does straggle a Dit. 
It is not the masterpiece of construction 
that Othello is. It does adopt an expedient 
of a fencing tourney for its denouement. 
But cause and effect, while making for our 
greatest works of art, are rare and difficult, 
even for our men of genius, to crystallize, 
without occasionally seeking the sugges- 
tion of an expedient or an invention to help 
out. 

The restless note of uncertainty undu- 
lates from the beginning to the end of the 
play—and Hamlet plays upon every string 
of his soul. Mantled under a cloud of in- 
decision, his first blaze of light is “Nay, ! 
am too much jin the sun,” in answer to the 
king. This is one of the potent lines that 
the commentators have all missed in its 
meaning. It meant that the rays that beat 
upon him illumined his mind. He saw too 
much of the machinations of man. The 
truth of mankind oppressed him, for soon 
after he says, in his soliloquy, “How weary, 
stale, flat and unprofitable seem to me all 
the uses of this world.”

But 
let any mind delve to solve the mysteries, 
and there is a persistent effort of the ma- 
jority of active minds to do so, and they 
can but flounder in uncertainty, and feel the 
littleness of humanity. 

Hamlet wag a gerat man, whose profound 
philosophy sensed life and its intricacies. 
We all know that the mind prevailing in 
subconscious thought is correspondingly 
deficient in action or the objective; seldom 
do we see a man who can dream who is a 
man of action, and when they do come to- 
gether, the result is the towering mind of 
a rarely great man, but they are freaks 
of nature and not universal. 


The character of Hamlet came from 
Shakespeare—freely — without effort — a 
natural outpouring. There have been reams 
written as to whether he implied Hamlet's 
madness or not. Shakespeare’s was a mind 
that does—and knows not why or how it 
does. 


Is There a Mind That Does 
Not Waver at Times? 


S TO his madness—who in the subll- 
mated mil of a great mind has not 


had eccentric visions, sand sometimes dan- 
gerous ones? Where i@the line of nor- 
mality to be drawn in mind when we can 
see in great stress men of noble thought 
waver? The more we strain our tempera- 
ment, the greater the danger of the break. 
What man can lay full claim to sanity— 
especially if the metal of his mind is quiv- 
ering from the strain of his stormy burden? 
That man is lucky who treads a smooth 
path in a green pasture, but it is within 
himself—he is happily constituted. Nature 
makes them sometimes, and all paths are 
smooth to them—they are born, they live, 
they die—but they are exceptions or vart- 
ants. 


Man is a composite of opposites—tugged 
here—tugged there. Only the laws of un- 
usual society keep him in bounds. And 
from the bewildering art of Shakespeare 
came Hamlet. 

It is the purpose of art to exalt. We can- 
not tell why one work does that more than 
another, just as we cannot tell why two 
people affect us differently. . This is a force 
of which we know little, except.that it is. 
Hamlet always has had, and-always will 
have, this fascinating grip. Its setting is 
hazy and remote, and makes every appeal 
tc the imagination, but it has dared to em- 
body the supernatural—even the cold, scien- 
tific and commercial age that we have had 
has not obliterated superstition, and what 
age will? 

When will we know enough to measure 
the mystery of the stars, the world and 
man? Were’We made to creep in fear and 
ignorance’? When we sdlve our protlem, 
what will be left us? It js the eternal 
brooding of the unknowable that is so po 
tent in Hamlet. Are we entering a more 
spiritual age’? It would seem so—we have 
had events of late that have sickened the 
soul of humanity, and there is a groping 
to the unknown. We have commenced to 
realize that we can feel what we do not 
see. 


Hamlet Has Always Been 
the Actor’s Dream. 


RITTEN at a time of superstition, 

when little was read, even the Bible 
~-for it had only just been liberated—with 
little minds teeming with goblins and big 
minds impressed by them, Hamlet’s mental 
leaps were such that it was perfectly fasci- 
nating for the actor to attempt him, and 
‘yet so wee a part that medi- 
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tion to it at the period of time when the 
true greatness of Shakespeare was (first 
acknowledged. And of the moderns, Edwin 
Booth and Henry Irving were pre-eminent. 


Of course, there were aspirants who at- 


tained great favor in the part, of the reso- 
nant, rhetorical school of acting. Quinn 
was the forerunner of these, Kemble follow- 
ing, and then the cold, scholarly. McCready, 
who perhaps was a compromise. The only 
foreigner who reached eminence in it, in 
spite of the pretensions of the German 
stage, was the French actor, Charles Fech- 
ter. Strange that the acting genius of the 
stage in English, Edmund Kean, was net 
heralded as a great Hamlet. It seems he 
eclipsed it by his Shylock and Othello 


Edwin Booth Came Nearest 
the Real Hamlet. 


UR Edwin Booth possibly was nearer 

Hamlet than any man that lived. The 
distinguished critic William Winter told 
the writer of this—that to have seen him 
play the part in the vital part of his life 
was a revelation. Henry Irving had great 
depth of feeling in the part, and gave it ex- 
treme distinction. Our later Hamlet, 
Forbes Robinson, missed it slightly in depth 
and from having a frail physique he could 
not portray the frenzied mind or the hysteri- 
cal storms. But his was a notable perform- 
ance. 


The play will always interest, but it has 
suffered, as has all our art, by the commer- 
cial and scientific tendencies of modernity. 
You cannot write, compose music, or paint, 
listening for the jingle of gold. We have 
fifty times more people laboring to produce 
art now than in other times, and we are 
producing fewer, if any, great masters, and 
not their proportion of masterpieces. There 
is some undefinable psychic force against 
the appreciation of art and its production 
in proportion to the increase of people as 
so-called patrons and so-called votaries. 
One is reminded of the Arabian proverb— 
“A fig tree looking on a fig tree becometh 
fruitful—” and so art begets art. d 


And yet Hamlet is one of the two great 
commercial successes of Shakespeare, only 
equaled by Romeo and Juliet, and that be- 
cause the latter is the love story of all 
ages, as Hamlet is the symbol of man’s very 
many turbulent journeys here.

Two of the apes’ words, however, 
are so much greater in volume that it is im- 
possible for ‘the human lungs to attain 
to them. One word rises to a pitch more 
than an octave higher than any human 
voice. These sounds are audible at a creat 
distance, but they do not fall within the 
true limits of speech. . 


Making Symbols to Express 
Ape Language. 


A* PROF. RICHARD L. GARNER, 
LTHOUGH the sounds made by the 
voice, they cannot be expressed or repre- 
sented by any system of 
bols in use among them. All alphabets 
have been deduced from picture writing and 
the symbol that represents any given scund 
has no reference to the organs that produce 
it. The few rigid lines like “A, B, C” that 
bave survived to form the alphabets, are 
conventional, and within themselves are 
meaningless. As no literal formula could 
be found to represent the phonetic elements 
in the speech of chimpanzees, I took a new 
step in the art of writing by framing a sys- 
tem of

Now 
harmony, and a certain movement of the 
lips is always attended by a certain move- 
ment of the internal organs of speech, the 
vocal cords and the like. This is true of 
the ape as well as of man. By close study 
and long practice, deaf mutes, watching the 
movemént of the lips, learn to distinguish 
the most delicate shades of sounl. My sys 
tem for symbolizing ape speech I based 
upon those truths. Two curved lines placed 
thus () represented the open glottis in 
which position the voice utters the deep 
sound of “A,” as in “Father” With the 
glottis about half closed it utters the sound 
of “O.” To represent this sound I inserted 
a period between fhe two curved line, thus 
(.). To symbolize the other vowel sounds 
used by apes I employed combinations of 
the pefiod and used the apostrophe and 
the dag#h, also writing the parenthesis in 
vafious positions. Using this alnhabet the 
French “feu,” which Moses mastered, I 
wrote down thus:

The Tone Changes to ~ 
Express Friendliness. 


HE ape has a word to express friend- 

ship or amity. It is rather soft and 
musical. It appears to soften in_tone and 
lengthen in duration in a degree commen- 
surate with the intensity of the sentiment. 
It is composed of the vowel element of 
a long “u,” biending into an aspirated 
“h." The chimpanzee has words which 
indicate approval, gratitude, aversion and 
warning. Their “beware” contains a 
vowel element closely resembling a short 
sound of “e” and terminates with the breath- 
ing sound of “h.” MH the sound is intended 
&#s a warning against the approach of an 
enemy, the same vowel is used, but the 
word ends instead with the aspirate sound 
of “h,” producing with energy and distinct- 
ness. It is worthy of note that the natives 
of Africa use a similar word in the same 
manner and for the same purpose. Other 
chimpanzee sounds which are easily identi- 
fied but difficult to describe have reference 
to “cold! or “discomfort,” “drink,” “hun- 
ger,” “illness” and “death.” 

Like man, the capuchin makes a negative 
sign by moving his head from side to side. 
Another negative sign, common with the 
chimpanzee, is a motion of the hand from 
the body towards the person or thing ad- 
dressed. This is often used as a sign of 
refusal. A baby declining something makes 
® similar gesture. The total number of 
words in the speech of all simians which I 
have tabulated by the aid of the phonograph 
is about one hundred. And of these I have 
interpreted about thirty. I have an opinion 
as to the meaning of some of the others, but 
have not reached a final conclusion about 
them, because I have devoted my efforis to 
other phases of their life.

HAVE recorded the speech of apes on & 
phonograph and have also made records 
of the voices of men for the purpose of com- 
parative study.

From my study of the phonographic 
records of sound I learned, that human 
laughter coincides in nearly every point 
with ape laughter. It merely differs in 
volume and pitch. Running the phonograph 
at a given rate of speed fF recorded the 
sounds of a chimpanzee. Then, by reducing 


my own in the jungle to symbolize the rate of speed from 200 revolutions a 


minute to forty, the intervals between the 


self was magnified fivefold and at the 
same time the pitch was reduced in like de- 
gree. By this means I could detect the 
slightest shades of modulation. This af- 
forded me a remarkably clear study of ape 
speech. 

I have made records of the human voice 
with the machines running at a certain 
speed and then changing the speed, | 
have decefved apes into believing that it 
was ape speech these records of human 
speech were reproducing. Using the same 
method, I recorded a monkey's voice and 
reproducing it at 2 meeting of linguistic 
authorities and musicians they thought that 
it was a human voice speaking from the 
machine. 

It is striking that in the sounds made by 
the lower types of animals only vowel 
sounds are present. As you ascend the 
ecale toward human beings consonants are 
developed in speech. If human speech 
were composed only of vowel sounds the 
human voice could scarcely utter them in a 
continued conversation.

Upward Tendency. 
MONG the simians the better types of 
speech show this tendency. Rising 
from them to the very lowest types of hu.

gradually, the baby develops single co.

Now, the American dairy 
cow is crossing the ocean pretty freely, and 
the United States Department of Agricut 
ture, largely for her benefit, has revised its 
regulations governing the inspection, hu- 
mane handling, and safe transport of ex- 
port animals. The régulations, in the first 
place, were fixed mainly for beef cattle. A 
dairy cow that is to live her life out and 
bear a responsible part in the upbringing 
of a human family requires more careful 
handling than an animal that is to be 
slaughtered. Consequently, better arrange 
ments have been made for stalls, an ade 
quate number of attendants is ‘stipulated, 
and more careful handling in general is 
required.

It is further stated 
that at least one-half of the total value ot 
the manure from farm s2imals is found ia 
the urine. Since this part of the manure is 
in liquid form it demands special attention 
in order to prevent its loss. The plant food 
im the urine is in the most available form. 
Unless animals are kept on water-tight 
floors and the liquid run into tanks or cis- 
terns or absorb.d in some way, a very large 
proportion of the best part of farm manure 
is unnecessarily lost. 

The Cornell Experiment Station reports 
that when manure is placed in a pile ex 
posed to the elements a very important loss 
occurs. In one of these investigations horse 
and cow manure were exposed to the weath- 
er during a period of six spring and sum- 
mer months, April to September, during 
which time there was considerable rainfall. 
When the manure was taken up the horse 
manure had lost 57 per cent. and the cow 


manure 49 per cent. in gross weight. The

LOSSES IN MANURES. 


The loss in value amounted to 65 per cent 
for the horse manure and 32 per cent, for 
the cow manure. These losses were partly 
due to leeching but were also the result of 
losses incident to the processes of decompo. 
sition due to action of bacteria. One class 
of bacteria breaks up the humus and forms 
carbonic acid gas and ammonia which read- 
ily pass off into the air unless the decompo-, 
sition is carefully managed. Another clase 
of bacteria acts upon the soluble nitrogen 
compounds in the manure heap and nitrogen 
In stored manure there are - 
three sources of loss due to bacteria action: 
(1) Carbonic acid, which accompanies the 
loss of humus; (2) ammonia; and (3) free 
nitrogen. Such information should be given 
careful consideration by citrus growers who 
use manure in the fertilization of their cit- 
rus orchards. 

The time has come when on account of 
the high cost of manure, if for no other rea- 
son, the conservation of the plant food 
values in manures should be seriously 
studied by the citrus growers. The loss now 
eccurring during the careless handling otf 
the manure used in citrus orchards is 
responsible in part the poor results, 
sometimes reported as to the efficiency of 
manure in improving citrus tree cond'tions. 

BEST WHEN FRESH. 


Manure is usually most valuable when it 
is fresh. Most investigators agree with this 
opinion. Therefore, whenever possible, ma- 
nure should be hauled from the 
stable to the field. 

Our furrow-manure method, which has 
been described in detail in several farm 
journals, including the Farm and 
Section, is particularly adapted to this 
method of handling manure in citrus 
orchards.

TO MOLT OR NOT TO MOLT? 
In exhibiting at the fall fairs, a breeder 
is frequently perplexed as to the advisa- 
bility of molting his fowls for the fair, or 
preventing the molt until after the fair. If 
he decides on the former plan, then the 
show birds should be placed In a warm, airy 
pen and protected from the sun. 
Successful fanciers have for their males 
inexpensive molting pens, eonsisting of 
small sheds three feet by four feet, with a 
wire-covered run twelve feet long in front 
of each. The top of the run is covered with 
long straw; this offers sufficient protection 
from sun and rain and still does not pre 
vent good ventilation.

‘RESULTS WITH 


THE CALIFORNIA WINTER GARDEN. 


SY C. 


ern California has been biessed this 
year open the way for the successful 


condition, with sufficient moisture to work 
well, and to insure the germination of the 
seeds and the rooting of the young plants 
that may be ready for transplanting. 

In the ordinary Los Angeles. back yard, 
unless it is too shaded or has a northern 
slope, a sage tet garden may be grown 
during the winter months from October 
planting. There are a dozen or more varie- 
ties of vegetables which may be started 
from seed in October or November and 
which will be ready for use by Thanksgiv- 
ing, Christmas or later, barring untoward 


| frosts or floods. 

Among the standard vegetables that 
thrive here in winter, when given proper 
care, are lettuce, chard, salsify or vegeta- 
ble oyster, beets, radishes, carrots, turnips, 
onions and certain hardy varieties of beans 
and peas. Of these the seed is planted in 
the open ground, though some protection 
should be provided for later on unless the 
garden is located in one of the particularty- 
favored regions of the Southland where 
frosts are a demonstrated rarity or prac- 
tically unknown. Winter cabbage and cavu- 
lifiower plants — also find a place in 
the late garden, for they require a 

growing season, they thrive best in 
weather. 
» USE MORE FERTILIZER. 


There are certain conditions essential to 


successful winter vegetable growing. In |- 


order to counteract the cold nights it will 
pay to use more fertilizer than in the or- 
dimary garden. An old resident who has 
gardened in season and out for a decade 
or more in his Los Angeles back yard, al 
Ways surpassing his neighbors in both the 
quality and yield, long since adopted a mod- 
ified hotbed plan for his winter vegetables. 
In the fall all leaves, litter, corn stalks, 
dead vines, lawn cuttings and similar vege- 
tation are gathered together in a great pile 
Next the top soil of the 
garden plot is spaded and then, taking six- 
foot squares, one at a time, this top soil is 
shoveled off and heaped up in the adjoining 
square. This leaves a depression ‘about a 
foot deep, The hard soil which is then on 
the surface is next spaded uptto a depth of 
about six inches*and the loose soil removed 
temporarily. A layer of the straw, leaves 
and other litter is then placed in the square 
that has been dug out, some six or eight 
inches in depth being thus covered. This 
is tramped or packed down firmly. Over 
this bed a layer of stable manure or poul- 


inches deep is then spread. If manure is 
not available leaf mould may be substitut- 
ed or sheep manure may be purchased and 


used. Over the manure the pulverized top | 


soil is then spread, tringing the bed up 
somewhat above the surface of the ground 
This will sink, however, after being well 
soaked once or twice. 

The moisture, freely applied, causes the 
manure to heat, just as it does in a hot 
bed, and works wonders in promoting rapid 
and luxuriant growth. Care must be taken 
to have the top soil, which may be enriched 
with well-rotted manure or any good com- 
mercial fertilizer, deep enough so that the 
seeds are planted in it and not in the heat- 
ing mass underneath. From six to ten 
inches of top soil is necessary. Uniess 
there are frequent rains the hose must be 
turned on once a week or even oftener, 
for the bed must not be allowed to dry oyt.

his fields with horses, has found that | the[qualityZoffhis\work in order tu avoid 


when using his tractor for the first time, 
the metnods followed when 
horses and an ordinary plow did not work 
out well, and has been at a loss to deter 
mine just how to proceed. The Depart- 
ment of Agricultnre has given special con- 
sideration to this subject and agents of the 
department have investigated the practices 
of successful tractor operators, and have 
promulgated rules to be followed with all 
Sizes and styles of tractors. 


Farmers who plow with tractors desire 
first of all to lay out their fields so that 
they can do a high-class job of plowing over 
the entire field with the minimum use of a 
horse-dravn plow in starting and finishing 
the work. It ‘should usually be possible te 
open up a field without the use of horses, 
but it is not always possible to finish the 
ends and corners as satisfactorily with the 
tractor as with horses, although many trac- 
tor operators report that they use the ma- 
chine for the entire job. 


Manning the plowing often reducing to 
a minimum the time spent in turning and 
in running with the plows out of the ground. 
Time spent in useless turning or traveling 
long distances across the ends with the 
plows out reduces by that amount the num- 
ber of acres which can be plowed in a day, 
making the tractor that much less efficient.

MAKING TURNS. 


Making Short turns is awkward work for 
Mest tractors, and where such turns are 
necessary the operator often has more or 
lec« @ifficulty in getting the outfit in the 
eorrect position for starting into the fur- 
row at the right point. The type and size 
of tractor will have much to do with the 
ease in making short turns, but short turns 
are always troublesome. The plowman 
should decide before he starte work on his 
field to what extent he can afford to drive 
the outfit w'th the plows idle, so as to make

awkwardSturns” 

Sometractors*turn more easily in one 
directionythan* another, and with an outfit 
of which'this is ive it may pay to lay out 
the fields accordinaly. If the outfit is not 
equipped with selflift plows, a certain 
amount of time must be taken to stop the 
tractor and lift the plows out by hand, and 
this time may be so great as to make it 
more profitable to adopt a method by which 
the plows will have to be lifted a very few 
times, ff at all. 

In deciding how wide the lands are to be, 
the ease of handling the tractor and plows 
may not always be the most’ important 
thing to consider. In regions of heavy 
rainfall, it maybe best to make narrow 
lands with frequent dead furrows and back 
furrows as an aid to drainage, while in 
more arid regions the reverse will be true. 
The contour of the land or the shape of the 
field may be such as to determine almost 
entirely the method that must be followed 
in the plowing. 


GENERAL METHODS. 
The methods in #eneral use can be 
divided into two general classes: (1.) 


Those in which the plows are lifted and 
no plowing is done across the ends; (2.) 
Those in which the plows are left in the 
ground while going across the ends. 

The a@vantages of plowing by the 
methods of the first class are that the short, 
awkward, turns are eliminated, except. in 
some cases at the beginning and ending of 
the lands, and usually less space will be 
left at the cornerd to be plowed out with 
horses. It is generally possible also to do 
a little higher quality of plowing if the 
plows are lifted at the ends. 

The advantages of the methods of the 
second clase are that little or no time is 
lost In traveling with the plows out of the 
ground, and that ordinarily the number of 
dead furrows and back furrows will be con- 
siderably leas. However. the turn at each 
corner must be made as short as possible, 
if the space left to be plowed with horses Is 
to be reduced to a minimum, and the land 
at the turning points, lying in diagonal lines

not have to be taken tnto consideration in 
laying tt out, the choice between some 
method of the first classe and one of the 
second class shoald depend on how hard it 
is to handle the tractor and plows in mak- 
ing short turns and how objectionable ad- 
ditional back and dead furrows are. 

If a method in whieh’ the slows will be 
out of the ground im going across the ends 
is chosen, the first things to determine are 
how wide to make the various lands and 
how wide to leave the headlands on which 
to turn. The wider the lends aré made, 
the fewer will be the dead furrows and back 
furrows, but the greater will be the time 
consumed in idle running across the ends. 

IDLE TRAVBLING. 

Some idea of the distance traveled with 
the plows out of the ground can be obtained 
by considering a specific case. Suppose a 
field of forty rods wide is to be plowed in 
this manner, one land at a time, and that 
it is laid off iftto six lands. Bach land will 
be 110 feet wide. If the tractor is pulling 

ree fourteen-inch plows, it will take 
thirty-two trips across the field to plow ont 
each land. If we ignore the extra distances 
that the tractor must cover in swinging out 
of the furrow and back into it again. and 
in making the short or figureeight turn« 
in starting a back-furrow land or finishing 
a dead furrow, the average length of travel 
across the énds is half the width of the 
lend, or fifty-five feet. This makes 1760 
feet, or one-third of a mile for each land, or 
two miles of idle travel in plowing the 
entire field. If the field were laid aut into 
twelve lands, each fifty-five feet wide, the 
total empty travel would be one mile, while

KEEPING THE TRACTOR 
BUSY IN THE ORCHARD. 


Most orchard owners who have found 
tractors better than horses do not tind 
as much difficulty as at first anticipated in 
keeping the machine busy in their ten to 
twenty-acre groves. They now find many 
tasks outside of cultivation are tasier and 
more a done than when horse-flesh 


was 

Orchard cultivation must be kept up until 
August, or September, when  cover-crop 
must be planted. This work alone keeps 
the machine busy during the greater part of 
these two months. Then-the tractor comes 
in handy in pulling out dead and unprofit- 
able trees and sawing thenr up into tire 
wood, a job which must be done frequeuti¥ 
in well-kept orchards. The stumps must bé

field. This gives a good guide for lifting 
the plows and letting them into the ground 
again at the ends. 

FINISHING THE FIELD. 

If the field is to be finished up in the best 
manne:, with no irregular unplowed strips 
between the lands or at the edges, it is es- 
sential that care be taken to have the head- 
land of the same width clear across the 
field. to have the distance measured ex- 
actly when starting new iands, and to have 
the first furrows as nearly straight as pos- 
sible. A little extra time Jaken in measur- 
ing all the necessary distances and seiting 
plenty of stakes for guides will nearly al- 
ways be more than returned iu saving time 
at the finish. 

Most tarmers will prefer to “step off” the 
distances rather than use any more precise 
measure, and, as far &s accuracy is con- 
cerned, this will usually be satisfactory; but 
if the tractor pulls three or more plows, 
cutting a total width of three or three and 
one-half feet orf more, some effort should 
be made to have each distance an exact 
multiple of the total width of the plow, so 
that the last ‘trip across the field will ex- 
actly cut out the land or finish it to the 
fence. This will do away with the neces- 
sity of making a trip across the field, prob- 
ably over the plowed ground, to turn over 
& narrow strip possibly only a few inches 
in width. It is usually hard to handle a 
tractor in fipishing out such a 
takes at least as much time as 
to plow one-off full width.
